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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

1. (Currently Amended) A security door apparatus for an entrance doo r, e tc., in 
which a looking tool is provid e d so t hat th e door can be op e ned and clos e d to th e sid e end is 
openable and closable with respect to one side of a door opening frame, wher e in the security 
door apparatus compris e s comprising : 

a rectangular-shaped auxiliary door having a width that is smaller than a width 
of the door, the auxiliary door having a e fle -first sid e e nd part of an auxiliary door having a 
pr e d e t e rmin e d narrow width is cormected to a _th e inn e r side of the open/clos e sid e o f the deer 
door opening frame, and th e oth e r a second side e nd port of th e auxiliary door is connected to 
th e inner part of the one side end of th e op e n/clos e side of the doo r opening fram e, aad 

wherein the auxiliary door is linlc e d in such a maimer m ounted on the door and the 
door opening frame so t hat, and w hen the door is opened, the auxiliary door fimctions as 
forms a barrier in-4b e across an opening pffft-between the door and the door opening frame; and 

wherein the auxihary door has multiple openings formed a lattic e shap e or louv e r 
shap e so that a receiver inside the door can visually confirm an identify of a person outside 
of the outsid e from th e interio r door . 

2. (Currently Amended) A s e curity T he security d oor apparatus according to Claim 
1, wherei n both sid e e nd parts an upper and a lower corner on the first side o f the auxiliary 
door are rotatably coimected to on e sid e e nd part of t he door and an upper and a lower 
corner of the auxiliary door are rotabablv connected to on e side e nd part of the door 
opening frame, r e sp e ctiv e ly , and 
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wherein one of the first side e nd part or the second side of the auxiliary door is 
slidable slidablv provid e d at on e sid e e nd part of with respect to the door or on e side end part 
ef_ the door opening frame^ so that one t hus enabling the slidable side e nd part o f the 
auxiliary door-ean - to b e opened and closed in accordanc e with th e op e ning and closing of 
when the doo r is opened and closed . 

3. (Currently Amended) A security The security door apparatus according to Claim 

2, wherein one of the first side or the second side end part of the auxiliary door is attachably 
aiid-detachably provid e d at m ounted on one of on e sid e e nd part of the door or at on e side 
end part of or the door opening frame. 

4. (Currently Amended) A s e curity The security door apparatus according to Claim 

3, further comprising: 

upper and lower locking bearing parts provided on both the door and the door 
opening frame: and 

wh e rein on e sid e end part of th e auxiliary door of aliuninum or iron having a narrow 
width has axial support parts at th e upper and low e r parts provided at the four comers of the 
auxiliary doon wh e r e by thoso 

wherein the axial support parts on one of the first and second side of the auxiliary 
door are attachably and detachably attach e d m ounted t o the locking bearing parts that are 
provided at the upp e r and low e r e nd parts of on the door opening frame or the inn e r surface of 
the door, and 
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wherein t he axial support parts aFe-fortned at the upper and low e r ports of oiLthe other 
of the first and second side end part of the auxiliary doo r, and thes e axial support parts 
provid e d at th e upper and low e r parts of the door or th e inn e r surface of the door opening 
fram e are slidably attached to horizontal slide guides having a predetermin e d length . 

5. (Currently Amended) A s e curity T he security door apparatus according to Claim 
3, wh e rein further comprising 

a notc h part is p rovided on the first and second sides of the auxiliary doon the 
notches being provided at th e contacting part of th e door lock Imob of so that t he auxiliary 
door in ord e r to prevent th e auxiliary door does not from malcing m ake contact with the-a 
door lock knob of the door when the auxiliary door is in open and closed positions . 

6. (Currently Amended) A security The security door apparatus according to Claim 

3, wherein at l e ast t he openings are formed in an u pper half part of the auxiliary door^ 

the openings ^ tas having a lattic e shap e or louver-shape structure through which a 
receiver can confirm the identify of a person on the opposite side of the door o utside.

8. (Currently Amended) A security The security door apparatus according to Claim 

4, wherein one side end part of the auxiliary door is attachably and detachably provided at one 
side end part of the door or at one side end part of the door opening frame, a width of the 
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auxiliary door is formed slightly larger than the width of a delivered package for a door-to-door 
delivery, etc., and this auxihary door partially is provided with openably and closably an 
opening and closing window through which the package is received.
